TIXT JELLY. 
To make Jelly ponr 
XX tWo 
uPfuls of boiling water over 
a bunch of freshly bruised mint 
leaves. Simmer gently for ten or fifteen 
minutes. 
Strain, then to a pint of liq- 
uid add a package of currant or lemon 
or any of the gelatins or half a pack- 
age of gelatin that has been soaked in 
a little cold water reserved from the 
amount measured out. 
Add sugar to 
sweeten and lemon Juice to make as 
acid as desired. 
Stir until dissolved 
and set away to cool. 
As the mixture 
begins to thicken stir in two 
table-spoonfu-ls 
of capers, then pour it into a 
large mold or into individual molds and 
set away to harden. 
Caramel Ice Cream. 
Heat a quart of 
milk to boiling, stirring into it a cupful 
of sugar, two tablespoonfuls 
of flour 
and two eggs which have been well 
beaten. 
When the milk is first set over 
the fire put a cupful of granulated sug- 
ar in a frying pan and set it where it 
will melt, watching it carefully if the 
fire is hot.
